tion JO days of-graoe in which to con- 


sider the situation before he

say definitely whether he would accept 
the call to the Pacific coast;

those who love me. pray for me," he 
concluded, "that I may make no mis- 
take through erring Judgment, and for 
this church that It may both Interpret 
and accomplish the purpose of Jesus 
Christ, our Lord." 


His statement as read to the con- 


gregation said In part: "I came here 
with great hopes, hopes which at that 
time I thought you shared. I believed 
that these enterprises are "such stuff 
as dreams are made of/' The flrst step 
is to effect a great church building 
worthy of our name and of our minis- 
try in this city. Other things would 
follow In their proper order. The flrst 
step we. have not taken, cannot take, 
t would seem.

.domain. The price fixed upon (he land is more than five -times the assessed 
value. That justifies the proceedings lo seize it at a fair price. The state 
board of health has advised the acquisition of the land, and as it cannot 
'b'e bought at a reasonable price, the only course left to the city council is 
to take legal steps to get possession of the land. 


This is not the first instance in which landowners demanded exorbitant 


-prices for land needed by the city. The same thing is done when a site is 
;.tought for a new industry. Many an industry has been allowed to pass our 


doors as a result of (his avaricious spirit: There have been instances in 
which' the location of an industry would have trebled the value of the land 


i ill the vicinity, but the owners could not sec it. They persisted in asking a 
?high price, and as a result the industry located.elsewhere.

That was the wrong kind of public spirit shown by the landowners who 


put up the price of their land as soon as they heard that the city might 
need it for driven wells. It is (ho old custom of trying to soak the c'ity, but 
the city council should proceed to condemn the land and secure for the 
water board ths power to seize as much as necessary by right of eminent 
domain. The price fixed upon the land is more thun five times the assessed 
value. That justifies the proceedings to seize it at * fair price. The state 


, board of health has advised tho acquisition of the,, land, and as it cannot, 
' ho bought at a reasonable price, tho only course-left to the city council is 


to take legal steps lo get possession of the land. 


This is not the first instance in which,landowners demanded exorbitant 


prices for land needed by the oily. The same thing is done when a si(e is 
bought for a new industry. Many an iudnsfry has been allowed to pass our 
doors as a result of this avaricious spirit. 
There have been instances in 


, which the location of an industry would have trebled the value of the land 
iu-the vicinity, but the owneis could not see it. They persisted in asking.f 
high price, and as a result the industry located elsewhere. 


At the present moment a few selfish property owners may prevent the 


location in our city of an industry that would bring many thousand people 
here and would greatly help busineis in general. It is difficult to convince 
these people that they are standing in their own light, so to speak,, and that 
by a selfish policy they injure not only themselves but the entire city.

in: the premises ha. bought a atrip of 
land extending from tho distillery to 
his domicile. 


The officers of the law allowed that 


that was stretching the thing, a little 
too far and they haled him into court. 
They looked upon it as an attempt to 
defeat the law.

lowed that tho distiller's construction 
of the law was a forced one and ruled 
that the stretch of land extending from 
the actual premises to the distiller's 
louse did not locate the house within

• That was the wrong kind of public spirit shown by the landowners who 


put up the price of their land as soon as they heard that the city might 
need it for driven wells. It is the old custom of trying to soak the city, but 


. the city council should proceed to condemn the land and secure for tho 
. prater board the power jo seize as much as necessary by right of eminent 


domain. The price fixed upon tho land is more than five times the assessed 
value., That justifies tho proceedings to seize it at a fair price. The stato 
board of health has advised the acquisition of the land, aiid as it cannot 
Le'bought at a reasonable price, the only course left fo the city council is 
to take legal steps to get possession of the land. 


This is not the first instance in which landowners demanded exorbitant 


prices for land needed by the city. The same thing is done when a site is 
sought for a new industry. Many an industry has been allowed to pass our 
doors as a result of this avaricious spirit. There have been instances in 
which the'iocation of an industry would have trebled the value of the land 
iu the vicinity, but the owners could not see it. They persisted in asking a 
Ligli price, and as" a result the industry located elsewhere.

location in our city of an industry that would bring many thousand peoplo 
here and would greatly help business in general.

"One of thesgreat tragedies In our 


educational life today,. Is the fact-that

The mon'who 
arc a menace to this., courftry are not 
the ignorant foi'etgnergnso" much.—as 
tho keen, sharp, unprincipled, educat- 
ed men,—the. nidi,1 who use their brains 
for bad purposes.
